By Wliilam 1. Ottrey, O.D. 


Some yeara ago there waa a sub­ 
stantial religious movement with 
the watchword, or alogaii, "Back 
to Jesu s" The implication waa 
that in the development of Chria- 
tlanlty 
throughout 
the Christian 
centuries the predominant influ­ 
ence had been out of the complexi­ 
ties in the writings of St. Paul 
rather tJhan in the simpler records 
of the life and teachings of Jesus 
in the four Gospels. 
Implied, also, was the question 
of whether Paul was a sound in 
terpreter of .lesus. and whether 
Paulinism had not been in some 
measure substituted ter the sim­ 
pler Gospel of Jesus. 
But the movement, as I see it, 
disregardiHi two major matters: 
First, Paul himself had made a 
plea for "the simplicity that is 
in Christ" 'II Corinthians 11:31 
when 
he 
found 
early 
converts 
departing from it; and second. I 
think it IS not realized how much 
there are two Pauls in the Paul­ 
ine Epistles. 
The one Paul is Paul the Jew . 
brought up at the feet of Gam­ 
aliel i.\cts 22 3». 


Christian worshiping "the God of 
my fathers," but "after the way 
that they call heresy" (Acts 24; 
14). devotes a vast part of his 
Epistles te interpreting Christian 
conceptions in relation to Jewish 
matters, chiefly of sacrifice and 
ritual. 


Against the conception of the 
s c i^ io a t and the sacrificial of­ 
fering. 
and 
incidentally 
against 
the idea of sacrifice to God. or 
the gods, that had pervaded al­ 
most all forms of religion, Paul 
asserts quite plainly that man’s 
salvation comes from
